PAY RATES FOR SELECTED CITY JOBS IN JULY, 1947 


What changes were made during the first half of 1947 in salaries and wages and 


in the work week for city employees in the 93 cities listed in MIS Report No. 
‘34 issued in March, 1947? 


| Early in July, 1947, the International City Managers' Association sent a fol- 
low-up inquiry to the officials of the cities under 100,000 who had reported data 
on pay rates for 20 positions last January. These officials were asked to report 
changes made during the first six months of 1947, including changes effective on 
July 1, 1947. At the same time the Civil Service Assembly sent out a similar fol- 
low-up inquiry to the cities over 100,000. Returns were received from every one 
of the 93 cities listed in MIS Report No. 34 issued in March, 1947, and the in- 
formation is summarized below. For the cities reporting pay changes the old and 
new pay rates are tabulated. 


Pay Changes. Of the 93 reporting cities, 34 increased all or nearly all sal- 
aries and wages during the first six months of 1947, 10 made increases for some 
positions, and 49 reported that pay rates on July 1, 1947, were the same as in 
January, 1947. A tabulation of cities by population groups indicates:

This resurvey shows that 44 cities, or nearly one-half of those reporting, in- 
creased some or all pay rates during the first half of 1947, Among the 34 cities 
which increased all pay rates are 10 cities over 100,000: Akron, Atlanta, Buf- 
falo, Columbus, 0., Jacksonville, Fia., Minneapolis, Oklahoma City, Portland,Ore., 
St. Paul, and Sacramento. Ten cities of 25,000 to 100,000 increased all pay 
rates: Bakersfield and Fresno, Calif., Columbus, Ga., Johnson City, Tenn., Madi- 
son, Wis., New London, Conn., Paducah, Ky., Salem, Ore., Tucson, Ariz., and Water- 
town, N.Y. The 14 cities of 5,000 to 25,000 which raised all pay rates are ;Ames, 
Ia., Bend, Ore., Brattleboro, Vt., Chico, Calif., Clovis, NM.» Cushing, Okla. , 
Mamaroneck, N.Y., Marquette, Mich., 01a Town, Me., Rock Hill, 8.C,, Shawinigan

Various methods were used in making pay increases: Akron removed a $15 a 
month cost-of-living adjustment and raised salaries $30 per month and wages 16

cents per hour. In Buffalo’ the pay raises varied from $50 to $400 per year per - 
employee. Columbus, 0., made a flat cost-of-living increase of $25 per month = 
for all salaried employees and 13 cents per hour for all hourly workers, Port- 
land made a $3 per month cost-of-living increase on July 1. Jacksonville raised = = 
all salaried workers $15 per month, Among the cities of less than 100,000, New — 
London, Conn., raised all regular employees $200 a year; Marquette, Mich., al- 
lowed a cost-of-living increase of $17.50 per month; Clovis, N.M., and Old Town, 
 Me., raised all salaries 10 per cent; and Winnetka, Ill., made increases aver- 
aging 7 per cent, bringing salary rates to an average of 38.5 per cent above - . 
1939 pay rates. These and other changes in pay rates reported by municipal of- — 
_ ficials for 20 selected positions during the first half of 1947 are listed below. 


Ten cities reported that pay rates were increased for certain jobs but not , 
for all positions; Dallas made increases for telephone operators, truck drivers, 

heavy equipment operators, bacteriologists, and nurses; Kansas City increased the 
- pay rates of laborers, foremen, mechanics, and janitors; San Diego increased the 
pay rates for junior librarian; San Francisco increased pay rates for junior 

draftsmen, civil engineers, librarian, playleaders, and building and plumbing— 
inspectors; Miami increased the rates for junior accountant, policemen, building 
inspector, and plumbing inspector; Louisville raised the beginning salaries of 
Junior stenographer-clerks $5 and increased the salaries of some health depart- 
ment employees; Kingsport, Tenn., made a few adjustments of $5 to $10 per month 
for clerks and stenographers and increased the salary of the building inspector; 
Pittsburg, Calif., raised the beginning salary of firemen $5; and Cedartown, Ga., 
and Hamilton, 0O., increased their pay rates for a few jobs. 


Forty-nine of the 9% cities reported that pay rates for the 20 positions on 
July 1 were the same as last January. Some of these cities, however, such as 
Detroit, Los Angeles, and Oakland, reported that general pay increases probably 
would be made in August or Septomber, 1947, and a few other cities reported that 
upward changes probably would be made next January. 


Changes in Work Week. Five cities reported changes in the length of the work 
week during the first six months of 1947. New Orleans adopted a 35-hour week for 
the summer months for administrative and clerical employees and for some labor 
groups, in place of the regular 40-hour week. Cambridge, Mass., reduced the work 
week for administrative and clerical employees from 39 to 374 hours and Tucson, 
Ariz., from 45 to 39 hours. Cambridge also adopted a straight 5-day week for 
the entire year. Watertown, N.Y., reduced the work week for laborers from 45 
hours to 40 hours. Verdun, Que., reduced the work week for all employees from 
36 3/4 hours to 35 hours with no work on Saturdays.

Pay Changes Reported By Individual Cities. Cities reporting changes in pay 
rates during the first half of 1947 up to and including July 1 are listed be- 
low, the first column showing the beginning and top salary in January, 1947, 
and the second column the beginning and top salary as of July 1, 1947. For 
the position of junior clerk, for example, 14 cities reported changes during 
the first half of the year; 56 other cities which reported starting and top 
pay rates for junior clerks in MIS Report No. 34 are not listed below because 
the officials of these 56 cities reported that no changes had been made since 
January. The number of cities reporting pay rates varies because not all 93 
cities have jobs comparable to the jobs listed. The pay rates below are given 
on a monthly basis except where the letter "w" follows the pay rate, which in- 
dicates weekly pay, "h" hourly rate, and "d" daily rate.
